Based, as this is, on agriculture, in 
some ways the most resilient of industries, we 
need not allow alarms regarding the fature 
to paralyse our efforts. 


Taking Stock of Our Live-Stock. ‘ 

It. would, however, be unwise not to realise 
that there are danger signals which Irish 
trade, industry and agriculture will ignore at 
their peril. There would be the less ‘danger 
if other countries were not also endangered, 
and chiefly those with which we must con- 
tinne to. have the most intimate and con- 
tinuous financial relations. Only about 3 per 
cent. of our exports and re-exports were taken 
by countries outside Northern Ireland or 
Great Britain in the first four months of the 
current year, although we sent to ‘‘ other 
countries’’ (than these) nearly a fifth of our 
total exports, so that the ‘‘ adverse balance ”' 
is swollen out of proportion by ‘our trading 
with the more distant countries. Not, of 
ecurse, that the adverse balance is, under all 
circumstances, an evidence of adversity. It 
is merely a single, but important, 
figure to take account of. What 
really matters at present is the state 
of our agricultural production and export. 
The figures for export are the signals to which 
attention should now be directed by every 
public worker. Let us first consider the live- 
stock situation. There was a reduction in 
April, 1932, both tn quantity and value of 
every kind of cattle, in sheep, lambs, pigs, 
poultry and ‘‘other live animals’’—and the 
nominal increase in horses did not prevent a 
decrease in their total value. The aggregate 
drop in value for all exported live animals 
was over £300,000. If we take the full period

A very slight increase for store 
cattle and calves is more than offset by a drop 
in price for fat cattle and pigs. The net result 
is a decline of nearly £900,000. This, if con- 
tinuead, would mean over £2,.500.000 for the 
When we examine the posi- 


agricultural export—-we discover a drop of 
over half a million, to which beef, veal, 
bacon, hams, pork and other pig products, 
dairy products, eggs (very markedly) and 
nearly all other foods in th’s classification 
contribate. Our total exports are down by 
nearly £900,000, but alcoholic. drinks cover 
not far from half of this. These classifica- 
tions together are, roughly,:five-sixths of our 
export, Omitting the alcohols, they are 
approximately three-fourths of it, ‘virtually all 
ye oer “n origin. 


A Dwindling Balance-Sheet. 

Are these four months typical of a definite 
trend! Without any prophetic speculations 
we can see that they point that way. The 
very valuable ‘ Trade and Shipping Statistics, 
1930,” published last week by the same 
Ministry—which every publicist should obtain ; 
they are cheap at half a crown—illustrate 
this. Before the middle of 1950 the curve 
of our exports, previously ascending, began 
a steady descent, from above £47.000.000 to 
under £37,000,000. Our imports also dwind!ed, 
and, therefore, our external trade as a whole; 
for imports and exports are. complementary. 
We cannot increase one alone. bur exports 
suffered a reduction since 1924 (the first year 
cited) of £35,000,000. The -iotal . adverse 
balance for the series of years was about 
£155,006,000 or nearly £17,000,000 per annum. 
How far our “hidden " exports, financial, 
insurance, freights, etc., would permit an 
indefinite continuance of» this position we 
cannot: here consider, but there ts no doubt 
that, save on one or two hypotheses, a 
dwindling international business demands 
serious examination. It may be contended 
that so long as the differences from year to 
year are rather a question of money than of 
quantity, the situation is less serious than it 
seems, and it is true that when the 


| monetary position is adjusted by calculating 


the trade exports in terms of 1930 prices, 
the results are more favourable. The 

exports thus measured fell from nearly 
exports thus measured fell from nearly 
£46.000,000: in 1924, 
1930, to £40.000,000 last year. But our 
present rate of export, if extended through- 
and “ corrected’ to harmonise 
would only give an éxport 
of about £51, 000,000, against £44,500,000 for 
1950. Left “‘uncooked,’’ or, shall we say, 
raw, the figure would be near £28,000,000 to 
£29,000,000, against the 1931 figure of 
£36,276 ,000. We need scarcely add that 
farmers, when considering whether they will 
export more store cattle than last year, raise 
more or fewer pigs, add to their fat stock, 
or seek some other means of making their 
farms pay, do not laboriously work out the 
sterling equivalents of 1930 in terms of the 
£ s. d. of 1932, whose purchasing power 
changes daily. But, put in any way, our 
continuing decrease in exports is most signi- 
ficant; that of our imports equally so; that 
of the total trade, whether in quantity or 
value, startling. 
that total output is not also reduced. 


Should Ireland Maroon Herself? 


There is only one other way (besides con- 
sidering the figures in relationship to some 
other year, rather arbitrarily selected, like 
1930) in which we can hope to regard our 
national trade with equanimity: that is, if 
we believe the solution of the world’s farm 
problems, from which our own are not really 
separable, can be found by an increasing con- 
centration on raising farm produce exclu- 
sively for horhe consumption. That means 
further reduction in export sales and im- 
port purchases. ‘This policy runs contrary 
to the most intelligent expert opinion, 
In no book we have seen has the case for the 
recognition .of a wide view been expressed 
with such ent conviction as in Sir yeres 
Salter’s just issued and universally eulogised 
“ Recovery, and it is the more relevant to 
our own outlook because no suspicion of an 
Irish propoganda attaches to it. On a dwind- 
ling external trade there is, he says, only a 
choice between “ the undiminished total of 
world trade or the complete sacrifice of a 
large part of the total; with great loss to all 
concerned,” and so seriously does 
the near future that he gives the world three 
choices : “' collective ios rship, collective con. 
trol, or chaós,” from no one of which does 
hé believe iwe can wholly escape. We have 
met no serious argument to controvert this. 
In our view, is, if anything, more 
rather than less favourably cireumstanced 
than. other countries; thus we im avoid 
the grá of Pym panic-stricken.

| | The Incubator. 


One thing that shrieks to be done after 
every hatch, but, alas, is too often neglected, 
with consequent loss, is the thorough famiga- 
tion of the incubator.. After a trial of many 
preparations, we. have found that the best 
and easiest méthod is with formaldehyde. 
First the incubator gets a thorough washing 
and scrubbing. While the interior of the 
machine is still moist and with a temperature 
over 65 degrees a vessel is inserted containing 
1 oz. permanganate of potash crystals over 
which 2 ozs. formalin has just been poufed. 
(It is important to insert the vessel immedi- 


-ately on adding the fotmalin.) The machine 


is then sealed up and ijeft for at least five 
hours. In cases where it is, not required again 
for a season it may be left overnight. _In 
all cases, however, it must be well aired be- 
fore being put in use. When storing incu- 
bators, each should have all its parts at- 
tached, or the movable articles, like lam 
chimneys, thermometers. etc., wrapped in 
paper and laid inside. This will save a lot 
of confusion wher next required. 


Breaking-up the Breeding Pens. 


This is another matter that calls for imme- 
diate attention, and we are om the point of 
saying farewell to several of our old feathered 
friends and to transfer the remainder to fresh 
quarters. After all, it is generally stipulated 
that birds are to be confined in the breeding 
pens “ only for a few months,” and often 
those. pens are but temporary make-shifts. 
Tt is cruel of us, then. to retain the flocks 
therein one day longer than is necessary, and, 
furthermore, it is absolutely essential that the 
pens have a complete rest for several months. 
If we persist in keeping the. same confined 
spaces occupied all the summer and use them 
again next season without a break, well, 
then. we can only blame ourselves when 
hatching and rearing troubles crowd upon us. 

This is the ideal time to sort out the birds, 
since the loss of a few eggs through discard- 
ing the culls makes little difference. The 
birds that are to be retained for another 
season are shifted into other pens or put out 
in: rks. on free range. The discards go. to 
market, where we expect them to fetch better 
prices than if kept until giutted with 
moulters. Of course, it will scarcely be pos- 
sible for extensive breeders to rest all the 
pens for a long spell each season, but those 
that get the shortest rest can be made up last 
and get the long turn next season. 


Clean Rearing Ground. 

Here is another urgent task. The moment 
the last batch of chickens is removed from 
the rearing ground, which in all probability 
has been in use since last December, it must 
have a-special clean-up. It stands to reason 
that we cannot rear héalthy chickens on the 
ground that, has been intensively occupied by 
flock upon flock of young birds unless we 
give it the proper treatment before. next 
season. A common tnistake made is that of 
supposing that green grass means a fresh; 
clean ground. Very oiten the growth but 
hides impurities. 

The clear-up should begin by collecting all 
odds; and ends, such as troughs, fountains, 
bits of wire. sticks, etc., and removing them 
elsewhere. Then comes the formidable task 
of overhauling each house separately; “each 
must be thóroughly cleaned, disinfected, 
Yimewashed in y and tarred or treated 
with} wood preáervative on the exterior. 
Hovers, foster-mothers any other equip- 
ment must be, of course, ineluded in the pro- 
gramme Then the small trough¢ and foun- 
tains. which have been collected «should be 
treated with a disinfectant, and afterwards 
stored in their réspective houses, ready for 
next vear. This much- finished, we may bar 
the doors with a sigh of satisfaction, and 
next tackle the land itself. The first step is 
to cut off and clear away all long grass and 
herbage; then we may decide to dig up the 
whole plot, if it seems to require it, or if it 
is rather on the small Side. ' Then a dress- 
ing of basic slag or lime is appheu acc g 
to particular needs. A digging may ‘pot*be 
necessary, unless where outbreaks ol Éan 
have occurred, so that when the grass is re- 
moved the dressing may be applied direct. 
For all general purposes basic slag seems the 
most satisfactory. This treatment and the 
ensuing rest ‘will enable the rearing-ground 
to become quite fresh and sweet, and to 
thoroughly absorb the accumulations of drop: 
pings.’ Thus it will be in fine condition when 
our next season s chicks appea:. 


Dispose of the Cockerels. 


In order to provide sufficient acvommoda- 
tion for growing stocks we have tu keep our 
eves open for non-producers, and get md of 
them, so that they will not occupy valuable 
space, Cockerels may be now regarded as 
surplus stóck, since they have only a limited 
market as breeders. Their only use 1s as 
}table birds, and, therefore, they should be 
cleared as soon as they are saleable—that 15; 
in size and condition to fetch reasonable 
prices. It is uneconomical to keep them ou 
in the hope of getting big prices tor them as 
breeders, since this side of the business is 
restricted to specialists. Likewise, the aduit 
males that have passed their span of useful- 
ness should be got ont of the way, since 
keeping them is only a dead-loss.

COLOUR IN ANGUS

STOCK-BREEDERS NOT TO 
BLAME. 
D “crose-brea the question of colour in

Why Breeders Should Co-operate. 


Professor James Wilson, for many years

Now, however, if Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
were informed by crossing breeders when 
their stock do not breed true for their colour, 
and if they acted upon the information re- 
ceived, they would be on the way to having 
a breed consisting of ‘ true-breeding’ blacks 
only, which would throw no more red 
calves,

i Bseeders Not Legally Responsible. 


We very cordially commend these obser- 
vations. of Professor Wilson 's to the earnest 
study of breeders, says the writer oí the 
article in the “ Review.” Though the legal 
responsibilities of breeders must be held to 
cease when Herd Book regulations are com- 
plied with, science has shown in these later 
times how the risks of undesired results as 
regards colours may be eliminated. Co- 
operation in this matter between pedigree 
breeders and breeders of cross-bred ‘cattle 
should be systematically taken up. The idea 
that a black animal, pure-bred and descended 
from others entered in the Herd Book, must, 
when mated with other colours, leave black 
calves only, and that an animal which leaves 
red calves when used for crossing purposes 
is not pure-bred according to Herd - Book 
standards is entirely wrong. No law of the 
land can in equity hold any pedigree breeder 
in such a case, but breeders 


sh recognise that the only way to get nd 
of the trouble of these *‘ off-coloured ' cross- 
bred calves ts to. take advantage oí the more 
recent discoveries of science, and adopt all 


possible means to eliminate from their herd 


such animals as by observation they discover 
to carry this latent factor for red, or, im 
other wordg which are scientifically known 
as heterozygous. 


WEANING THE LAMBS. 


most farms for weaning the lambs, now 
from four to six months old, and 
pasturage for the purpose seems likely to conas 
tinue plentiful. - Mixed seeds grass, the after 
math of a good meadow, where the herbage 
includes plenty of white clover, or such crops 
as trifolium and sainfoin, all offer suitable 
food for the young animals, though to obtain 
the best results in the form of early maturity, 
lambs must be made to fatten from birth. 
While the ewes and lambs are running to- 
gether, a little oilcake or meal given to the 
ewes causes them to yield more and probably 
richer milk, and if, so soon as the young 
lambs are capable of eating solid food, tempt- 


T á month of Ju'y marks the time on 


-ing feed is placed for them outside the folds 


in which their dams are enclosed, they will 


grow and fatten quickly. 


Extra Food. 


As the lambs get big. they naturally re- 
quire more and more auxiliary ‘food, especially 
after being weaned. At this period they 
should have about half a pound of cake each 
per day, the quantity being gradually in- 
creased to a pound if extra large sheep are 
required, or if the wethers are to be fattened 
off early. Half of the allowance may be 

iven miorning and evening, thus providing a 
oundation for other food. Crushed oats also 
and peas are 
equally valuable. Given a mixture of these 
two, at the rate of 1-14lb. each daily, young 
sheep on. good pasture ‘will fatten readily. 


What To Do. 


At weaning time, it is best to remove the 
lambs some distance away from the ewes, as 
they settle down better if out of sight and 
hearing of the dams. Being deprived of their 
mothers’ milk, there should always be a 
sufficiency of food before the young animals, 
and a water supply always available in 
troughs placed in the field. The water 
supply needs to be replenished twice dally, 
or some lambs may get none, and will suffer 
before another day. 

Ewes should be kept on a low diet for a 
few days after weaning the lambs, until their 
milk supply is exhausted. Cake or corn 
would only flush the milk, causing incon 
venience to the sheep and trouble to the 
shepherd, as their udders, in some cases, 
would require daily relief by milking. A 
fortnight away from the lambs is sufficient 
for weaning purposes. After that time, 
lambs and ewes may run together again, 
though it is generally desirable to give the 
lambs a better diet than the ewes, 


Early Lambs. 


To the farmer possessing a flock of sheep, 
the results from lambing represents one of 
the most important items in his yearly, 
balance sheet, and when good fat lambs can 
be obtained at the age of three-four months, 
they generally leave a satisfactory profit, 
Fattening for the butcher at 9-10 ‘weeks is 
being managed on an increasing number of 
farms in the earliest districts. When this 
is possible, it means a quick turnover of 
money, which is just what the farmer want 
nowadays.

SECTIONS REVIEWED. 

The section for horses, taken generally, 
was i ae under last numerically, 
especially in the section young horses. 
Hunters "generally were a creditable lot, and 
included some of the best known show aud 
cross-country movers. 

Among the cattle one could not fail to be 
impressed with the excellence of the short- 
horns, both in the ordinary and dairy cattle 
classes. Mr... T.. O'Sullivan figured promi- 
nently amongst the successful exhibitors with 
animals, which have been seen in competition, 
and were shown to advantage. Captain 
Clarke, 
well with his shorthorns. Herefords made a 
small show, as also did Aberdeen-Angus, but 
in point of quality they reached a high level. 
Kerries were good, and there was a far 
entry of Friesians. Altogether cattle were 
much the same as a year ago in point of 
numbers. 

In the sheep section there was nothing out 
standing, and competition was somewhat 
limited, most of the entries being supplied 
by a few flockowners, 

Poultry made a satisfactory display. There 
was also a useful show of butter.

In all this Lord Dudley was ably. seconded 
by his wife, who was one of ‘the charming 
daughters of Charles Gurney, the London 
banker, who had been adoptéd by the Duke 
and Duchess of Bedford after her . father’s 
death. She had been married elevén tas 
when Lord Dudley came to Ireland, an 
the mother of several young children. She 
became so greatly attached to the West of 
Ireland that she was associated with it to the 
end of her life.

Mr. Brasier said that the barley growers of 
the Free State were habouring under heavy 
disadvantages, and deserved the support of 
all sections of the community. In his 
opinion, all imports of barley kod malt should 
be proliibited. The malting industry had 
been virtually killed by these unpecessary 
importations.

CONTROL OF SEED WHEAT. 

Mr. B. W. Henderson proposed. the first 
resolution :—‘‘ That this conference of grain 
growers desires to impress on the Minister of 
Agriculture the desirability of embodying in 
the»promised wheat cultivation legislation a 
clause ‘obliging flour millers and growers to 
adopt the contract system for the cultivation 
sud ultimate of the grain, on similar lines 
to that adopted in the sugar beet industry ; 
a “clause to give control of the originating 
supply.of.seed wheat to the Department of 
Agricalture’s plant-breeding division, and a 
clause providing for the setting up of a com- 
mittee comprising equal numbers nominated 
by the Department of Agriculture, the flour 
millers, and the growers to deal with all 
matters concerning seed wheat supply, or any 
sther matters submitted by the parties to 
the contract.” : 

It had been contended, he said, that the 
wheat hitherto grown in Ireland was unsuit- 
able for fiour, but he was satisfied that 
several. new varieties had lately been estab- 
lished which, would be quite suitable. No

centage essential to the successful carrying on 
of the brewing industry be adopted, and that 
a special rebate of Ss. off the excise dutv be 
given to brewers who use only Irish barley. 
and malt-made from Irish barley, for which 
#1 per barrel has been paid to the grower.”’ 


KILLED BY TAXES. 

The brice of barley, he said, had been high 
during; the war period, but at present, 
although the price of liquor was at the same 
level as then, barley prices had fallen very 
low. The Government. by maintaining their 
revenue from the liquor industry, had almost 
succeeded in killing both it and the industries 
allied to it, of which barley-growing was one. 
This motion was intended to encourage small 
brewers in the use of Irish barley. 

There was no excuse, he said, for the recent 
neglect of tillage. The farmer was hard put 
to it to pay his rates and land annuities 
Owing to an excessive valuation based on 
prices he had received formerly. In his 
opinion, a great deal of the difficulties which 
had arisen in connection with the annuities 
was due to the obstacles which had been 
placed in the way of the tillage farmer. 

Mr. J. J. Bergin seconded the motion, and 
Mr. Henderson, supporting it, drew attention 
to the large fortunes which had been left by 
some maitsters.. This, he said, went to show 
that the barley-grower was not receiving a 
fair price from them, 


MAIZE PRODUCTS, 
Mr. Bergin proposed the next motion :— 
“ That an increase of the tillage area implies 


an increase in the available home market for | 
grain; and, therefore, we ask the Minister for | 


Agriculture to take steps before the coming 
harvest is put on the market to curtail the 
Imports of maize, and we reiterate our demand 
for the adoption of a plan to have a definite 
percentage of home-grown grain 
added to maize, products before sale. 
In regard to the latter portion of the metion, 
he said that the Grain base Tribunal had 
already refused to consider it, but their atti- 
tude in so doing had aroused a great, deal of 
criticism, and he still thought the provision 
was a very important one, Ít ea give an 
impetus to milling, and would not lead to any 
increase, in price. : 
Henderson seconded, 

was passed unanimously, 
Mr; Bergin proposed :—‘‘ That we request 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce to 
extend the proposed legislation for the control 
of industry so as to include in the list of 
punishable offences any act of persons or firms 
tending to restrict dealings in grain or grain 
products to particular persons or districts.”’ 


“ CORNERING ” MARKETS. 


They had, he said, been promised legisla- 
tion for the control of industry, and, he 
resumed, some provision would be made ir 
it for the punishing of such activities as 
“ ptofiteering and. cornering. of markets. 
Thig should be applied also to the grain 
trade; which was in need of such protection. 
At present growers were confined to certain 
areas for the sale of their products, which 
meant that the local buyers had a monopoly, 
and could force down the prices. 

Mr. Henderson seconded, and, the motion 
having “been passed unanimously, it was 
decided to send copies of the resolutions to 
the various Ministers and to the deputies 
who represent tillage areas.

Stanley (Under-Sedrétary ~ to the 
Home Office) moved a new clause to provide 
for the establishment. of a» ‘! Cinematograph 
Fund,” under the ‘direttion and control of 
the Privy Council, for the purpose of en- 
couraging the use and development of the 
cinematograph as a means of entertainment 
and instruction. The proposed clause, he ex- 
plained, was not essential to the operation 
of the bill, and it would, therefore, be left to 
a free vote of the House. The machinery to 
be set up was simple, The Home Secretary 
would prescribe a certain percentage, up to 
5 per cent., of the sum which local authonties 
decided should be given by the cinemas to 
charity. If; however, at any time the House 
decided that the experiment’ had failed, and 
that the work done was ‘not of sufficient 
value to warrant the money being spent in 
the way proposed, it; would come to an end. 
He was informed that the main objections 
to the opening of cinemas on Sundays was the 
type of film shown. Whatever the cinemas 
were going to give them—educational films, 
tragedy, comedy, or farce, “‘crook’’ play, or 
romantic drama—it should at least be the 
best of its kind. 
On a division, the clause was added to the 
bill by 186 votes to 168. 


HOUSE OF LORDS. 


VISCOUNT SNOWDEN ON 
ECONOMY. 


i. 

The House of Lords this evening concluded 
a two-days' debate ón the economy motion 
submitted last week by Lord Hunsdon. The 
feature of to-day's discussion was a speech 
from Lord Snowden, who, warned their lord- 
ships that it was the easiest thing in the 
worla to talk economy in the abstract. . The 
dithuvlties began when they tried to make 
economies. The efforts of the Government to 
secure economy had hatdly been. sufficiently 
appreciated hey had, in fact, done a great 
deal, and indeed had done more in the short 
time they had been in office than any pre- 
vious Government. They had effected a total 
economy m this year’s Budget of not le's 
than millions. Fifty millions had been 
saved on unemployment, nine. millions on edu- 
cation, eight millions on defence, seven 
millions on roads, and other smaller items 
amounted to about five millions. The cost of 
abnormal unemployment was the greatest 
factor in. national expenditure in recent 
years. . 
" There was, however, a danger of enterin 
upon a reckless cutting down of nationa 
expenditure, because a reduction of the con- 
tributions made to the social services would 
have the undesirable effect of reducing the 
standard of living. He, as much as anyone, 
disliked a high income tax, because it had a 
bad psychological effect. It discouraged 
enterprise, made people lose their pluck, and 
made them feel that it was of little use try- 
ing to heep on, Moreover; it: reduced the 


| sums available for saving, which, when trade 
| recovered, would be needed to replenish our 


depleted capita] reserves. High taxation was 
particuuarly harmful in the case of company 
reserves. it was painful to him last yeur 
to have to dduble the number of the smaller 
income taxpayers, and it was highly desirable 
that the income tax should be brought down 
to a lower scale. (Hear, hear.) 

Tho House agreed to Lord Hunsdon's 
motion calling for a further reduction in 
national expenditure, and a corresponding 
reduction in taxation.

The yacht was beating 
up to the South Burford at the time, and had 
just gone ahead in a lively sea, She had filled on 
the new tack, and, he, being in the cockpit, had 
shifted over accordingly. &Just as he did so a 
sea hit her, and her motion was so violent that it 
literally threw him out of the yacht, he, probably, 
not having established a hand-held at the moment, 

t once everything possible was done to render 
him assistance, but a yacht of size, and with a 
big sail apread, like Lady Edith, cannet be 
managed like a rowboat, and particularly in a 
rough sea, Indeed, there is ho mere dangerous 
operation than pic king up a man overboard from 
a yacht ef size under gail,. He was seen swimming 
for a time, but when they got him aboard he was 
unconscious, und, perhaps, gone beyond: hope.
